As to your Diſcourſe about particular Congregations, and Dieceſan' 
Churches, it is not my purpoſe to meddle with it only I deſire you 
to tell me why a Paſtor of a ſingle Congregation may not be as fit to 
govern that Congregation, as your ſingle Biſhop to govern à thou-- 
{and Congregations, as it is with your Church ? where did the Apo- 
files ordain, but one ſingle Paſtor to a Church ? we have gight Chur- 
ches recorded in the Epiſtles, and the Ai, but we read in them all 
ſeveral Elders to carry on Church-work. As for Timetby and Tir, be- 
ing Biſhops in our controverted ſenſe, enough hath been ſaid about. 
them. Strange that we ſhould have twelve Apoſites beſide Pax! and 
Barnabas, many Elders and ſeveral Evangelifts, and but t Biſhops 
(who were Evangcliſts o) recorded in holy Writ to be the pattern 
for the ſucceeding Biſhops ; when, where, and how, thoſe two were 
made Biſhops,we cannot find. 

And for the large Dioceſſes, ſo large, that tis impoſſible for a Bi- 
ſhop to perform the Duties the Lord requires of a Paſtor to one quar- 


ter of the Dioceſs : The Petitioners for Reformation in King James's Pag. 20 


reign, tell his Majeſty, That in Augsſtine's time there were in one 
Province under Carthage, of the Catbolick and Donatift,Bilhops above 
nine hyndred. Of the Catbolicks part there were preſent 286, and ab- 
ſent 120 by reaſon of ſickneſs and old age; Epiſcopal Churches void 60, 
in all 466. Of the Denatift; there were preſent 279,abſent 120, Chur- 
ches void 60, in all 459.. Theſe come near the matter, make him but 
Epiſcopxa preſes, and as to Officers and Churches | may come to agree 
with you, leaving my brethren to their judgments.

As to the two firſt Queſt, Mr, Carre was the firſt man I met with that 
argued for them; after him 1 met with the Friendly Debate; next, 
with the Serious and compaſſionate Enquiry, &c. (Dr. Goodman, the 
Author as I hear, Nemgze comradicente ), but laſt of Mr. Falkner, a 
man of an excellent ſpirit, whom I ſhall honour, and one that hath 
ſaid more than all before. Beſore he came forth, | had drawn up my 
aniwer to all the former, and was loth to throw away all I had done, 
becauſe I ſaw there were ſome things in theſe Authors which Mr, Falk: 
ner had not, elſe I would wholly have attended him; but where | ſaw 
they all agreed, there | conſidered them conjunct; where one had 
what the other had not, there ſeverally.

Profeſfing withal for my ſelſ, and I dare ſay for all the Nonconformifts 
in England, that if it can be made good that Chriſt hath appointed 
ſuch a Government in his Church, we will moſt willingly ſubje& unto 
it, being glad we are eaſed of ſuch a burden. Pride ſhall never hinder 
us, though that be ſo much charged upon us. 

For the firſt, the Docter meets with ſeveral arguments that ſome 0 
have produced to prove there maſt be a Form appointed, and he anſwers 
them; but his anſwers do not ſatisſie. I had prepared a reply to his 
anſwers, but lay it by. 

To their Arguments I would add one or two more.
